That Air Line Railroad. 


The Salt Lake Tribune is boom- 
ing the Air Line railroad for all it 
is worth, as the following extract 
from that paper shows. The same 
argument applies to Reno with 
equal force that applies to Salt 
Lake, and our people should pay 
some attention tothe matter. It 
would be our salvation, but read 
what the Tribune says: 

“That charter which the Air 
Line Company has received fora 
railway subsidy through Nevada, 
reniinds us that with their bonds 
cashed the moncy will grade the 


- road through the whole length of 


the State of Nevada, which is 
nearly half the distance to San 
Francisco Bay. The distances 
would be about as follows: From 
Salt Lake to Deep Creek, 160 miles ; 
from Deep Creek to Carson City, 
400 miles, or to Wadsworth, 380 
miles; from either place to Oro- 
ville, via Beckwith’s Pass, 160 
miles, and thence to San Francisco 
Bay, 100 miles, or a total of 800 to 
820 miles. On the whole, route 
there would be difficult grading 
for only about twenty-five iniles 
down Feather river, below Indian 
Valley. The route from Oroville 


to Indian Valley has been surveyed. | 


If we remember correctly it is 
sixty miles; the heaviest grade 
is eighty feet to the mile, and 
it is all 1,600 feet lower altitude 
than the Central Pacific above 
Truckee, and all under the heavy 
snow belt. There would be alittle 
filling beyond Oroville and proba- 
bly two or three briiges. On this 
side there would be a long but not 
difficult or costly grade up the 
Toyabe mountains, iu the region 
of Austin. The rest of the way is 
all plain sailing, and the road 
should be built and fully equipped 
for $25,000 per mile, or pessibly 
for $30,000 per mile. That means 
$20,000,000. It means a road 
through the mineral belt of Ne- 
vada; it means an outlet to the 
West Coast. Could it be started 
and directed from this city it would 
guarantee to tiiis place a fyture 
without any near rival worth men- 
tioning. To pay six per cent. for 
running expenses and six more for 
interest, the road would have to 
earn $3,000 per mile annually, or 
$2,400,000. Running 300 days in 


the year, the road would have to} 


earn $8,000 per day. The ores on 
the first 200 miles from this city, 
at $6 per ton, would pay half that 
amount. At two cents per mile 
the passenger fare would pay one- 
half the remainder; then there 
would be the coal, the lumber, the 
machinery, the miner’s supplies, 
merchandise, the agricultural and 
range products, and all the needs 
of 40,000 or 50,000 more people who 
would be making the hills of West- 
ern Utah and Nevada ring. 

We believe that if such an op- 
portunity had been before the men 
of Denver they would have worked 
it through when Denver was no 
larger or richer than Salt Lake 
now is. What such a road would 
be to this city no man can calcu- 
late. We are not in the confidence 
of Mr. Bacon, but we believe his 
ultimate aim is to connect this city 
with San Francisco Bay over a 
short line, easy grades and along 
the warm belt. The sticker is in 
the commencement. When 200 


" miles shall be completed the rest 


will be easy. It would not be very 
much for the real estate men of 
this city to subscribe to that much 
stock and assess themselves to raise 
the money. They would get it all 
back before the close of the year. 
We mention this because if Mr.

ABSENT MINDED. 


A Man Whe Never Knew Where 
His Meney Went Nor Where it 
Came From. 

During the rushing days in White 
Pine in the exciting times of 1869, 
one of the busy men of Hamilton was 
Ed. Estes. He was a saloon keeper, 
and connected with it was a large 
gambling hall that was always 
crowded. Ed did not gamble, but he 
paid the State licenses on the tables 
and leased them ‘out to others who 
paid the rents, furnished the money 
and threw an extensive patronage 
into the bar. This involved altogether 
a very large capital, and as an illus- 
tration of the amount required, the 
quarterly licenses atone came to 
$2,800. Large sums were nightly de- 
posited in the saloon safe and a special 
watchman employed to guard it. The 
house was doing a large business, and 
Estes was also interested in mining 


enterprises that called for heavy out- 
lays. He handled money carelessly, 
and when the collapse came he found 
himself without any, and utterly un- 
able to tell what had become of it. In 
the midst of his financial distress 
some eastern parties appeared to look 
at his miviog properties, and desiring 
to make a good impression upon them 
he determined to entertain them 
royally during their brief stay. This 
would involve an expense of $200, and 
as he was short he tried to borrow it 
from a friend, but he didn’t. have it, 
and suggested to Estes that he should 
try and obtain a loan from the 
FIRST NATIONAL BANK. 

Estes was doubtful about getting it, 
as the bank was refusing loans unless 
accompanied with gilt edged security. 
But as a last resort he walked in and 
accosting the cashier, said: ‘‘Good 
morning Mr. Gilmure; by the way I 
hear you are getting pretty close in 
banking matters lately; how does my 
account stand?’’ He did not express 
himself clearly, nor did not mean 
what he said, for he supposed the ac- 
count was balanced and closed long | 
befere, and the remark was thrown 
out to pave the way tothe favor of a 
loan. The cashierturned to the bal- 
ance book and pleasantly informed 
him that there was $1,750 to his credit. 
It startled Estes so that he could 
barely speak, but he succeeded in say- 
ing, ‘“‘You may give me $250 that I 
need this morning.’’ The cashier re- 
plied, “‘All right; fill out a check,” 


‘and handed a blank one to him. 


Estes was too nervous to write ‘and 
asked the cashier to fill it out for him, 
which he proceeded to do. This gave 
Estes time to gather his wits and he 
said: ‘‘I believe I will need it all to- 
day, so fill it out for the total.’”’ This 
was done and the money counted out 
to him, and Estes hurried out to con- 
cea! his surprise, and he confidentally 
informed a friend that he had no rec- 
ollection of having made the. deposit, 
and added, as he invited him to take 
adrink, “I must have been pretty /| 
drunk when I did it, and I guess 
that’s what was the matter.’’

THE AIR LINE RAILWAY. 


Utah avd Neyada PDirectly and 
Deeply Enterr sted. 
The Salt Lake TZribune takes a 
lively and commendable interest in 
the Air Line Railroad and publishes 
the Nevada law in full, which grants 
the franchise and subsidy, and pre- 
cedes it with the following comment: 
**‘To encourage the construction of 
a railroad across the mineral belt of 
Nevada, the Legislature of that State 
has passed a law which is of so much 
importance that we copy it in full. 


The Central Pacific fought it with all 
the power it could bring to bear, but 
failed. It will be noti that it loans 
the railroad company the credit ot the 
various counties to the amount of 
$3,000 per mile in five per cent bonds, 
and the taxes against the railroad go 
to pay the interest and principal of 
the bonds. The amount is sufficient 
to grade a road across the State. The 
counties named extend from the Utah 
to the California line, and evidently 
the route in mind is from Deep Creek 
to Beckwith’s Pass.’’ 

In this connection it is not amiss to 
state that the Deep Creek railroad, now 
being built from Salt Lake is headed 
for p Creek, which is situated 
about 50 miles due east from Shell- 
burn, in White Pine county; aod the 
Utuh and Nevada Air Line will pre- 
sumably connect with it and pass di- 
rectly west through Egan canyon and 
the counties named in the Act., viz: 
White Pine, Eureka, Lander, Church- 
ill and Washoe, to and through Beck- 


with pass.

THE SUGAR BEET. 


The Attention of Nevada Farmers 
Ta. Called to this item. 

As the enlture of the sugar beet is 
attracting more or less attention in 
Nevada now, the Gazerre clips from 
the New York Shipping List of 
March 11th the following plan, which 
is to be adopted in the State of Kansas, 
and trust that Nevada farmers will 
this year take steps to demonstrate 
the practicability of sugar-beet culture 
in this State : 


Dr. L. Schrindtweiler of Cologne, 
Gérmany, is in Kansas as the repre- 
sentative of a German company to es- 
tablish factories for the manufacture 
of sugar from beets. He regards the 
Kansas soil and climate as well 
adapted to sugar beet culture, and has 
visited the Agricultural College at 
Manhattan and investigated the mat- 
ter in other parts of the State, and is 
sanguine of the success of the proposed 
industry. He has been engaged in 
the business for fifty years, and is en- 
thusiastic over the outlook. He says: 
**My plan is to establish ten sugar fac- 
tories in the State, each being in the 
center of a district which will be four- 
teen miles square. If everything 
is satisfactory we will make 6,000 
tons of sugar in Kansas next year. 1 
am satisfiec that the climate is 
just what we need, and if we.can 
secure water we wil! have no difficulty 
We can run our factories 150 days. 
The factories will cost about $110,000, 
and will have a capacity of working 
up 400 tons of beets per day, and will 
employ 150 men. In Germany we 
have about 700 factories, and many 
farmers who own 500 or 600 acres of 
land, and who have 200 or 300 acres 
in beets, work up their own-beets by 
the use of a small plant. They re- 
duce the beets to syrup, and send that 
to the factory, while the refuse is fed 
to stock. You have no idea what ex- 
cellent feed it makes. Horses will 
thrive and grow fat on thirty pounds 
of the pulp per day. Every farmer 
grows the sugar beet, if only for feed.’’

school, can give the geographical po- 
sition of Andorra or-of San Marino? 
says the New York Star.. A word as to 
these tiny Republics. 

Andorra State lies on the south side 
of the Pyrenees, between the Spanish 
province of Lerida and the French de- 
partment of Ariege. Its area is one 
hundred and sixty square miles, not 
very inuch more than that of Philadel- 
puia. Its population is seven thousand. 
The people are mostly busied in 
emu.cling. mining and the manufact- 
ure.of tobacco. ‘Those thus not em- 
ployed arc shepherds. The country has 
_ free parish schools. The people speak 
The Republic is a 


in the valleys of the Pyrenees. It has 
maintained its independence since the 
vear 1275. The country is divided into 
six parishes, and each parish has two 
, Consuls, who, by the aid of local 
| councils, decide all questions concern- 
ing roads, police, public lighting, taxa- 
tion, and the division -of pasture 
unds. Finally, there is a general coun- 
it of twenty-four members, four from 
‘th Pourish. Since 1860 these officers 
ive been elected by all heads of fam- 
ilies. Before that the elective fran- 
-clhise was confined to an aristocracy 
_raiintained by primogeniture. 

The army of Andorra consists of six 
huniired men under militia organiza- 
tion. These men hold themselves 
reudy to be ealled out atthe wish of the 
Stete. The command of the militia is 
| intrusted chicfly to_ two officers, one 
_neminated by France and the other by 
_the. bishop of Urgel, a Spanish see. 

‘The army is exempt from for- 
cign service, and the chief busi- 
ess of the two officers, or vigniers, 
they are called, is to administer crim- 

il justice. Civil cases are tried be- 

‘ore two aldermen, deputies of the 

‘gniers. A civil judge of appeals, how- 

ver, may set aside the judgments of 
ithe aldermen. This judge is nominated 

riternately by France and by the bishop 
of Urgel. The final appeal is to the Court 
»f Cassation at Paris or to the Episco- 
pal College at Urgel. 

The little Republic pays an annual 
| tribute of nine hundred and sixty 
francs to France, and in consideration 
'of this payment free trade prevails be- 
tween the two countries. A like sum 
is paid as tribute to the bishop of 
Urgel. This tribute and the expenses 
_of government are paid by a species of 
' tax levied as rent for the use of pasture 
land. The people live the simplest sort 
of lives and are scarcely conscious of 

any government beyond the neighborly 
understanding necessary to the exist- 
ence of a civilized community. Andor- 
ra, the capital, is an odd little town of 
one thousand inhabitants. 

Far smaller than Ando is that 
other mountain Republic, San Marino, 
It lies upon’ the Adriatic, surrounded 
| by Italian provinces: The area of the 
country is only thirty-three square 
miles, and, in fact, the Republic is 
| merely one mountain peak, twenty-two 
| hundred feet high. On the sides of this 
mountain stand the town of San 
_ Marino and four or five villages besides. 
The town is built about the ancient 

hermitage of San Marino, founded in 
' the year 441. The place is accessible 
by only one road, and is not only 
_walled, but has three forts. It contains 
the Governor's palace, six churches, 
‘a theater and two great cisterns 
for the supply of water. Nothing 
could be more curious than the Re- 
_public’s system of government. The 
| Legislature consists of a Senate of sixty 
members, elected for life, equally from 

nobiles, citizens and peasants. The lit- 
‘tle Republic is amply provided with 
| Presidents. There are two chosen every 
six months. There are likewise two 
judges and two Secretaries of State. 
Che army consists of nine hundred and 
fifty men, or about one-eighth of the 
entire population. _The town has a pop 
ulation of sixteen hundred. The court of 
last resort is a council of, twelve, elected 
by the Senate. 

The town, or capital, is curious in 
more ways than one. Not only does it 
lic impregnable on the hillsides, but it 
proudly proclaims its independence by 
means of a statue of Liberty in the 
plazza. The houses are of dressed stone, 
and the streets, bobbing up and down 
as they do, are charmingly picturesque. 
San Marino has no customs tariff 
:rainst Italy, and obtains foreign t< * 1c- 
«o duty free, through Italian territory, 
by reason of a promise to abstain from 
tobaceo-raising. To avoid any difliculty 
over the troublesome question of inter- 
national copyright, San Maro forbids 
the use of the printing press within her 
} orders. 

Aceording to tradition, San Marino 
vvas founded in the third century by a 
Mason named Marinus. It first figures 
in European history in the year 885. 
Since then it has had varying fortunes 
in peace and war. Time and again the 
‘tay bit of territory has been the sub- 
joet of grave dispute, and for brief re- 
ciods it has lost its autonomy. In 1631, 
‘owever, San Marino's powerful neigh- 
ors acknowledged her independence, 
ind this boon was secured to the little 
tepublic when the present Italian King- 
dom was formed. 


Servants of the Justices. 

Each of the Justices of the Federal] 
Supreme Court is allotted a body servant, 
who is paid out of the contingent fun of 
the court. These servants report 
promptly every. mortiing at nine at the 
residences of the Justices; whom 
attend constantly during the day. They 
shave the Justices, do their errands and

a pound. Nearly all fish die when con- 
fined a short time in muddy, stagnant 


+ water, but when the vivifying oxygen 


is exhausted from the water the catiish 
rises to the surface, thrusts its snout 
out of the water and sucks air into its 
stomach. Through its porous skin also 
it takes in the oxygen of the air. Lilce 
the frogs, catfish hibernates, refusing 
food after November and burying itself 
in the ooze at the bottom of a pond in 
December. It reappears in February 
or March, or after a thunderstorm, some 
naturalists aver. Then it is thin and 
ravenous. 

Catfish were planted not long ago in 
Lake Ronkonkoma, and fishermen com- 
plain that they are ogres; as Thoreau 
wrote: “a bloodthirsty and bullying set 
of rangers, ever with lance at rest.” 
They pause in their roving, sink head- 
foremost in the mud, and wait for their 
prey, with their black muzzles just pro- 
truding from the ooze while their little 
black eyes glance restl in every 
direction. The catfish will bolt any 
thing from a bit of salt mackerel toa 
piece of a tin can. Its destruction of 
the young of other fish is enough to 
breed a fish famine in a lake or pond. 
Of their own young, however, they are 
very careful. The adult fish always 
swims with the young fry wandering 
near, exactly as chickens accompany’ 
the mother hen, and at the sign 
of danger the little bullheads hustle 
to the mother fish and get behind 
her for protection, while, all alert, 
she waves defiance with her whis- 
kers. When aroused catfish give hid- 
den and fearful battle with their barbs. 
They fight most in the breeding season, 
males battling with males. Of twelve 
catfish observed by Prof. Dean, nine 
showed marks of terrific strife. The 
soft parts of their fins and tails were 
torn to tatters and four eyes were de- 
stroyed, one cold male catfish being 
blind in both eyes, while the lower 
third of its tail and half of the left pec- 
toral fin were missing. 

Prof. Dean finds evidences that the 
eatfish has « rudimentary eye in the 
middle of its forehead. There is a 
modium skull opening which appears to 
connect the surface of the head with the 
brain. ‘There are evidences that a lens 
once existed, and it is believed from 
microscopic examination of the brain 
that the opening affords a sensation of 
light to the fish. Prof. Dean argues 
that the catfish is a descendant of 
monster placoderms that once existed 
in the waters of the earthin a remote 
geolovical epoch; that from the known 
habits of the catfish in burying itself in 
the mud, with only its nose sticking out 
of the ooze, it- must have been in its 
original size a terrible scourger’: of the 
sen, able te sea before, behind, and 
above, while concealed, ready to dart 
onitsprey.  _—_— ; 

The Solar Record. 

At precisely twelve o’clock every day 
the Naval Observatory at Washington 
telegraphs the time all over the country. 
The instruments of the Western Union 
are in the room where the computations 
are made, and just three and a half 
minutes before noon, operating ceases 
in telegraph offices all over the country, 
at great loss and inconvenience some- 
times. The wires are then put in un- 
broken connection with Washington. 
A note of warning is sent in advance, 
and at the second when the observer 
notes the passage of the sun over the 
seventy-fifth meridian, the electric cur- 
rent flashes the news all over the coun- 
try, and thousands of clocks—seven 
thousand in New York City alone, it is 
said—are daily regulated by this record 
of solar time.
